wrath, is generally believed and confeſſed by all; but how fin is 

1 ſtrengthned in men and women againſt God and their own ſouls,cr 

bdbuovĩt is overcome, fe- there be that have learned or mind to know; 

yet ſor their ſakes that doth. I do here declare ſomwhat of that which I have 
received from him, who is faithful and true in all his teſtimony. 

And this I find, that as fin got rooting at firſt through luſt, ſo till this day 
it hath irs ſtrength, by the deſires going forth to aſſect or luſt after ſomthing 
wherher ſpiritual, or carnal, ibove, before, or befides what that ete;nal ſpi- 
rit by which man was created, doth communicate to him, or beget in him; 

* for the eye of the Lilly being blinded by the god of this World, which eye 
ſhould look unto God for all; there is an eye of unbelief open. which looks 
8 into the viſibles, & gives occafion for the luſt to conceive in the mind, aſſe- 
5 Rions and deſires, after ſomething which the ſpirit of God leads not to, for 
the obtaining whereof all the power and wiſdom that is in man is ſet on 
work, and this becoms fin both in the deſires and action: and the more it 
k is followed, the 82 is 3 for whatever is hereby obtained, becomes a 
[ treaſure of wickedneſſe, laid up in the habitation of the wicked one,where« 
by the luft is increaſed, ind the ſeed of God burthened and buried, whereby 
the creature becomes dailie more unſenfible of the Will of God, and the 
movings of that pure ſpirit which ſhould keep the creature alive to theCre- 
| atoraand draw the mind wholly up to the Father, on him alone to wait for a 
72 ſupply in all things, both for ſonl and body: and every defire that ſprings 
' from this root being ſuffered to go forth, defiles the man, and brings in that 
| which oppre ſſeth the juſt, until by continuance man 2 into the nature 
* of the enmity, and the imaginations of the heart be wholly. evi h, and that 
which ſhould give the knowledge of God vvholly buried, and in many that 
vvhich ſhould give the knovvledge of fin alſo, whereby man becomes | 
. feeling, utterly dead in fins and treſpaſſes heaped upon the ju$ againſt the : 
| day of judgement,w hich becomes by cuſtom as natural ro commit as to the — 
| Ox to drink water; yea with greedinefle doth man in this condition/hunr Fa 
| : after his own deſtruction, having damo'd up the way of life in himſelf hy of- 
ten tranſgreſſing it, and is becom degenerate from the nature of God; having 
received in, and willingly joyned to that nature of Satan, which as a leaven 
hath and doth work into its own nature all that receive it, or ye ild unto ir, 3 
* whom 28 ey row therein, there ſprings up fruits of the ſame root and na- — 4 
Þ ture which they bring forth in his time and opportunity with liking and — 
| delight, being furniſhed with all ſubtilty to colour them over, and plead for "i 
them, being in covenant and agreement wich fin, ſome in one thing an 2 
ſome in another, every one pleading the allowance of that ſin wit _ 
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which moſt futes their luſts,pride,profit or pleaſurè, credit or eſteem in tite 
World. or ſome ſel - end, and at theſe they take counſel, and not at the ſpi- 
rir of the Lord, what is fin, and what is no fin, but none will believe that 
they can be ſer free from all ſin, by him who teſtifies againſt a'l ſin in ſpirit; 
and in all theſe the man of fin hath his Kingdom by conſent, for they being 
willing to keep covenant with him in one evil are guilty of all. = 
Now the 5 to overcome all this, and him that hath his power therein, 
is by faith in Chriſt ſeſus the light and life, and way to the Father; for 
without believing there can be no victory; bur in the faithful following of 
him, and patient bearing his croſle, and enduring his ſufferings, comes the 


enmity to be ſlain, captivity led captiue, and man ſet at liberty, in the holy ß 


ſeed, ro ſerve the Father in ſpitĩt and life again. 


And firſt, Chriſt as he is the light of the world muſt be helieved. for fo : 


he comes to manifeſt and reprove the deeds of darkneſs, and to open judg- 
ment, and to give a deſcerning, and to make a ſeparation between the works 
of God, and the works of the devil, in the minde and ſpirit of the creature, 
and to ler them ſee what ſpirit doth exerciſe their mindes and affections, 
and the fruirs cf each ſpirit, and the moving and working of each ſpirit ſe- 
verally, without which none can rightly know what is to be deſtroyed, and 
what faved: what to joyn to, and what to war againſt: for by this light alone 
comes man to the knowledge of fin in himſelf, in the ground and root of it, 
any every motion thereof: for though the letter or ſomething without, may 
- ſhew what is fin by its fruits when it is brought forth. yet irs the work of the 
ſpirit within to diſcover ſpiritual wickedneſs in its firft motion, which is the 
onely place to kill ir ere it become fin; and this light muſt be believed, 
and diligently minded all along, for ſuch is the ſubtilty of the enemy, ha- 
ving got power over the will and ſences of man, that he will fet them 
ta war againſt the creature,and deſtroy the Creation rather then that of his 
which defiles the creature, and this cannot be avoided any other way but 
by minding the light of Chriſt, to ſeparate that which is but to be cleanſed, 
from that which is to be deſtroyed, and this man cannot do without the 
fpiric, being a ſpiricual work, though he never ſo much ſeeks after it: And 
here is the cauſe why many are kept at hard labor all their time, and never 


come clear out of ſm and uncleannes, even not believing in that which hath - 
the power to ſeparate and lead out of the evil, but without the fingle eye 


are at work in the dark, and ſees not a clear ſepararion in the body: And 
hence it is that ſome deſtroy themſelves in ſeeking to deſtroy, ſin, not min- 
ding the light of the Saviour, is led by the deſtroyer, fighting againſt that 
which Chriſt comes to ſave, whileſt he that comes to deſtroy lies hid in the 
dark: But he that believes in that which manifeſts all things, reproves all 
things, and judges all things, with that eye fhall be led what to war againſt 
what to joyn with all. along in the Work, for he alone is the covenant 

of. light, and given for a leader, which whoſoever believes and follows,ſhall 
not erre in judgement or practice, bur unbelief therein is the cauſe why 
there are ſo many blinde guides, and many people die in their fins for want 

of this faith and ſpiritual diligence. | | | 

And thus he is the way of God, and is to be believed in, (ro wit) as he: 
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manifeſts the works of the Devil apart from the works of God, condemn- 
ing the one ia the fleſh, and juſtifying the other in the ſpirit, and as he ma- 
nifeſts every ſpirit with its workings, motions, and ends, their ground and 
off-ipring whence they come, and whither they return, that thereby the 
creature may know who it is that exerciſes his mind and members,and to 
what ſpirit ke ae, himſelf in his obedience and ſervice, and ſo may come 
to know the uſe and end of all his Works, what to chuſe, and What to refuſe; 
what to juſtiſfie, & what to condemn in its firſt motion, before it be brought 
forth or formed in the wowb, that judgement may be kept on the head of 
tranſgreſſion, and liberty proclaimed to the Juſt: and for want of faith and 
feeling of this way of Chriſt it is that fo many periſh in ſin, and yet ſeem to 

ſtrive againſt ſin, even becauſe they cannot believe that to be ſuffieient to 
fave from fin which manrfeſts ſin in the ground, and condemns it in its firſt 

motion,which if they did but in faith and deligence joyne with him to con- 

demn fin in the ground, temptation, and motion, it would dye, and wither, 

and not be able long to live ar prevailzand if it for a time ſhould live in the 
members, yet not to condemnation; for I have found a great difference be- 


tween fin condemned in th eFrcatureCthough not yer wholly dead.) and 


fin lived in,and pleaded for; for if thy life and judgement be in that alone 
which condemns fin, then art thou dead to fin, and alive to Chriſt , andit 
is no more thou that ſins, but ſin that yet remains in thee,to which thou art 
dead, to which thou doſt not conſent, like, nor approve of, nor any way add 
any ſtrength thereto; but thy faith and love, delight and ſtrength is in him 
which condemus it; he that truly is in this faith and loye by the working 
thereof ſhall all his enemies periſh, and by that faith and Jave ſhall the juſt 
kve in that creature, and he in him 'condemning and,kilfing fin till it all 
be done away, and the creature of God found alive in him alone, Who 
without ſport will preſent him to the Father; for this I have found , that, 
that which manifeſts fin in its firſt motion, judges it there, and condemns 
it there, hath che onely power to kill fin ere it be committed, and io hath 
onely power to ſave from condemnation ; for this you ſhall find, that as 
Chriſt doth not live to juſtification, where he is not believed and juſtified, 
loved, followed, and confeſſed : though in ſuch he move, fo fin doth not 
live to condemnation where it is hated, condemned, and denyed; for where 
that ſpirit of wickedneſs in ſeen in the light, and ſeparated from, and jud- 
ged apart from the creat ure, the creature joyning in judgement wich the 
juſt, there ſin will wither, and Satan flee, for there he hath no kingdom, 
nor a hiding Habitetien; for the light being minded, and judgement. Raving 
free paſlage and confent, it ſearcheth out his hidden things, and judgement 
paſſeth upon all his deceir, root and ground, with his fruits; fo is the ſtrong 
man ſpoyled , and his ſtuff, by faith in Chriſt , and not by ſtrength of the 
creature, by believing the juſt, and denyingthe unjuſt. In | 

For according to every mans faith, ſo ſhall he receive from God z now he 
that believes ſaluation, and that cleaves to, and lives in ſome fin, and pleads 
for it, and believes he muſt do ſo, his faith ſtands in an uncle an thing,and an 
unclean thing will live by that faith, ind be juſtified by that creature, and in 
his juſtifying any thing that is unclean, therein is the juſt condemned and 
| A2 the 
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the juſt being condemned which ſhould give dominion over the nacleen, the 
wilde Plant hath its liberty to grow until it overifrcad the Plant of God. 
and cover the man, wholly ſtop the ear, and blind the cye, and hardens the 
heart againſt every motion to good, or check for evil; and let not this man 
look for good fruit, but after his faith who fo believes. 

Alſo, on the cont rary: He that feels a ſtrife in himſelf between the clean 
and the unclean, and ſees the one reprove for fin , and the other plead (or 
fin, and believes in that which is pure, clean and juſt, which coodemns the 
unjuſt and unclean , that faith ſtands in that which is pure, and the myſte- 
ry and power of it is held ina pure conſcience z and that pure faith being 
followed, will purific the heart, and cleanſe the hands from unjuſt acti- 
ons; and by that faith rhe juſt lives, and grows, and ſprings, and brings 
forth, and the pure plant ſpreads and covers the carth with the knowledge 
of God, his Molinefle, power and purity, and all grace in the heart, which 
becomes as a working leaven, till it hath wrought our the unclean nature, 
and conformed the whole man to himſelf: Aud this is a work of the holy 
faith, which none can receive but who believes in holinefle ; for none can 
bring clean fruit out of an unclean faich. c 

And this further, for the incouragement of ſuch as honeſtly indeed would 
be rid of their fin, and ſer free to ferve God in holineſſe without deceit; 
thou feeling in rhee the moving of that which is holy , bearing wicnefle a- 
gaĩnſt that which is contrary to holineſſe, and condemning it, and thee for 
Joyning with ic in all thy converſation : 1'fay, in that belicve, for that is all 
thou knows dfChrift in thee, and believing and following it. thou wilt feel 
it making a ſeparation in thy inward man, betwixt that which Chriſt comes 
to fave, and thr which he comes to deſtroy; for this his he that comes 
from above to ſet before thee life and death divided, that thou joyning to 
the life, and believing, may be ſaved from death; and as thou art faithfull.co 
this ſpirit which condemns fin in the fleſh, fo thou wilt feel warring againſt, 
and working out ſin daylie, to which if thou clearly joyne , dea) ing that 
which it condemns, tlien art thou one ſpirit with him in his work, and art 
no longer in the fleſh, nor to be condemned with that fin remaining in the 


or: =>... fleſh, hut art one in him that condemns fin and ſelf in ſinning, till fin be. 


edme exceeding finful in thy eyes, as it is in the eyes of God; and as thou 
grows in love and hiking with that pure ſpirit, its Law and leading, ſo thou 
wilt become dead to the Law of fin; and it will loſe irs power in thee, not 
being minded, lo ved and ſerved, thy mind, love and fear being exereiſed in 
tharwhich-condemas it, and here that ſai ch that works by love takes the 
victory, and not thy ſtriving in thy on ſtrengt only from a ſight of fin by 
the Law, for by the works of the Law / thou canſt not be juſtified, but by 
the working of faith in Chriſt Jeſus that ſpirir; and as thou feel his working 
in thee, and thou one with him therein, in his work thou art juſtified, and 
by beholding of him in this faith thou wilt be changed into his likt neſſe 
and power by his mighty working in thee, even by that ſpirit tu which thou 
art turned; and as he grows in thee, and thou in him, thou wilt feel that 
power ariſing which will make thee able to anſwer a good conſcience, and 
give laſting peace, and ſo by his relurrection ſhall be ſaved from condem- 


nation, from which thy own works will not fave thee, and this werk will : 
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go on with joy if thy heart be honeſt; for ſeeing him that is holy ſer be 
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'thee, condemning ſin; and his holineſs and beauty in all his motions, doth 


ſo delight the honeſt heart, to ſee ſuch a glory and beauty near thee, that ĩt 
makes the way eaſie after him for the joy that is ſet before thee) for in all 
thy tribulations, tryals, and temprations, this fairhwill preſent him before 
thee; and this made the Saints of old endute the croſs, and de ſpiſe the 
ſhame, and bear the reproach after him joyfully , following the Lamb ia 
all his leadings. . | 

So thou that loves holinels, it ts near thee, power over fin and Satan is 
near these, ſalvation is at handzgo not forth to ſeck that abroad which thou 
haſt loſt in thy own Houſe; he is thy ſalvation that condemns fin in thy ho- 
ſom : he that reproves the wicked is «ith thee: he that is pure is thy peace: 
he that never contented to fin, but ſtands a witnefle againſt ir, if thou have 
ſuch a ſpiritin thee, thou haft the ſpirit of Chriſt the Saviour: So take 


heed unto him, to believe him, and to mind his leading, and to follow him - 


if thou part not from him he will be thy everlaſting peace and over-rulin 
power to ſubdue thy fins ; and by him ſhalt thou rread down firengrhwirh 
eaſe and delight, and ſhalt be able to ſay with ſuch as was come to tie ſame 
ſpirit, Greater is he that is in thee, then be that is in the world; and onely that 
faith that ſees him hath power to overcome the world, for he chat beholds 
his glory, treads the worlds glory under his feet 3 for whatſoever is ſeen in 
him doth ſo far exceed all other thiugs, that it rakes the wind out of all 
other delights, and leaves them empry;ſo that things in Heaven, nor things 
in Earth, Principalities nor Powers are able ro ſeperate from the love of 


him, how much morewiltthou leave thy delight ia ſin, when thou comes 


to delight in him! his lovewill conftrain rhee , who loves purely, and hath 
found it, for this is joy indeed,and love unſpeakable when the foul findsthat 
treaſure in his own Houſe freely given, which he hath long been ſeeking a- 
broad and could never purchaſe neither with life ner eſtate: And the mere 
thou beholdeſt him, the more will his glory and love appear, for as thou in 
the light beholdeſt the pure moriou of this Holy One, thou wilt come to ſee 
what thou art without him, and what thy wants is, wichcut which thon 
canſt not be happy, and that thou eanſt not have a laſting peace till with his 
vertue thou be filled and with his glcry covered, & with his power armed a- 
gainſt every temptation, all which he will make thee heir of with him, as thcu 
minds to be faithful, and hearken to his movings ro obey them in all things, 
who thereby will lead thee his way by which he obrained all this glory and 
power, and this inher:rance from che Father; in which way thou wilt find a 
croſs to all thy own wayes , and'ro the worlds ſpirit in all things, which will 
be eaſie if thou keep thy eye ſingle to him who is fer before thee therein, 
his glory, and the gaining thereolʒbut if thou look back into the world, thou 
lookeſt into temptation without him, and there the ſpirit of the world pre · 
ſents thee with loſs, and not with gain, ſetting befote thechat thou quſt 
forgo, with all the nardſkips and impoſſibilities that may be, but no power 


to bear it, but keeping thy eye to him, thou haſt alwayes power & peace he- 


before thee in thy way, the hope thereof will be as an Anchor, and the faith 
a ſhield, and the love vill give thee life to undergo all the tryals for his ſake, 
bearing his croſs daylie. which muſt part thee and thy ſins, and cruciſie the 
wordly ſpirit with the luſt thereof, and kill all that wars againſt thy ſoul, 
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and keeps thee from thy inheritance; wherefore it is called, The grezt 
power of God unto ſaluation. n 

And as thou becomes faithful thereto, thou wilt feel the fruit of that Ho- 
ly One ſpringing in thee, moving to be brought forth in thee towards God 
and man, thy faich will grow, and prayers with ſtrong cries to the Father; 
as the ſpirit ſees thy wants, thy love will ſpring and move in thee, and bri 
forth towards God and man upon all occaſions, which if thou willingly 
ſerve in its ſmalleſt motion, it will encreaſe, but if thou quench ir in its mo- 
vings, and refuſe co bring it forth, it will wither and dry in thee, not being 
exerciſed.

| mage, Name, and Power before his enemies, then what he moves 
thee to bring forth ſhall be thy inheritance, and will daily enereaſe with u- 
ſing but if - wilt not give up for his Name ſake, but would hold the 
treaſure, and eſcape the reproach,then will it be taken from thee, and given 
to him who will yield the Lord of the Vineyard his fruit in due ſeaſon; for 

that which the Father freely begets, he will have freely brought forth, that 
che ſhining thereof in the dark World may praiſe him; what a glory is it to 
ſee peace ſhine in the midſt of War, lovein the midſt of hatted, meekneſſe 


in the midſt of ſtrife, righreous judgement in the midſt of wickedneſſe, in- 


nocencie in the midſt of violence, and oppreffon, as a Lilly amongft thorns, 
ſo ĩs that of God amongſt the men of the World; and therein doth his na- 
ture and beauty appear in his Temple, to which all muſt confeſle,and praiſe 
him therein: This is the glorious day which many have talked on, and chaſe 
onely are the children of it in whom the brightneſs ſhines forth; that which. 
God begets in thee is his Son, confeſſe him in the midſt of his enemies, and 
thereby is the Father glorified, and his Son crowned : But if thou denieſt 
him thy body to teſtifie againſt the World, he will deny thee his life to re- 
deem thee from the evil of ir : the breaking forth of the Sun is the begin- 
ning of the good day, when that which ſo long hath condemned thee for 
ſta,comes to ſhine forth freely in acts of righteouſneſle,then ſhall thy dark- 
neſs be turned into light, thy eondemnation into peace, thy (orrow for fin, 
to rejoyce in holineſs : and this will be a good day to thee, even the day 
of the Lords righteouſneſs and redemption to thy ſoul, and a witnneſſe to 
all men of the appearance of the juſt One, which teſtimony whoſoever re- 
fuſeth to bear, all his Religion will prove in vain, and confiſts in words 
without power. 


1 is a way in which the harren becomes frui tful, and a little is more 
ſerviceable to God then he that hath great riches for himſelf; you that 
ſees your wants are nigh it, & the lowly mind will ſooneſt follow ic; and for 
the honeſt hearred ir is prepared, who ſeeks to ſerve God, & not your ſelves. 


If you take heed to your own Wayes, and make nothing in ypur minds,you 
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muſt not create that which muſt ſtand before God ; for he will be ſerved 
with his own begettings in po heed therefore you make nothing to 
your ſelves, nor murther that which he freely begets; but ler your minds 
be alwayes heavenly, waiting with patience in that which lets you ſee your 
wants, therewith that your hearts may be open. always upward towards 
God the father of every good gift ; and you being hid in the Heavenly 
mind from that nature which compaſſeth the Earth in its comprehenſions, 
and would compaſle Heaven alſo, and waiting in a croſs to that mind,as j ou 
come into the patient ſtilneſs , you will feel the begettings of the Father 


moving in you to be brought forth, to which you muſt become ſervants, ſet- 


ring aſide all ſubtilty, and that which is haſty, & hat ever is your own, or 
hath an end to your ſelves, and in the pure mind behold what way this 
moves irs appearance againſt the worldly ſpirit, that with your vvhole 
hearts and might you may bring it forth in its ovvn image, vvithout reaſo- 
ning or conſulting with any thing of your on, or any thing of this world, 
for this ariſes in a contrary nature to that which is one with the world ; 


bears another image and fruit, and hath another glory in its appearance, in 


which the Father alone is glorified, even in this his Son of his own free be- 
getting; and herein is the Father glorified, that he be brought forth with 
his fruits into the world, who thereby is known how far he is above and 
contrary to the wordly ſpirit, both in the ground, root, and off-fpring. 
And whoſoever will give up themfelves to ſerve him hetein by his en- 
creaſe, ſhall become rich towards God, and encreaſe in ſtrength daylie a- 
gainſt the world; and by bringing forth, and by his beauty in holyneſs, ſhall 
become glorious and beloved in the fight of the Father, whoſe image and 
begetting they bear, wherein they ſhall become Heirs of the eternal glory. 
Bur if you look into the earthly mind, there the worldly ſpirit meets you 
with his counſel, and conſulting and reaſoning therewith , you take coun- 
ſel in the night, from which the counſel of God is hid,his work, the end & 
glory thereof, and inſtead oſ that, you will be preſented with the pleaſure, 
and glory of this world, which ſtands in viſible things, and is pleaſing to 
the viſible eye and ſences, which glory the God of this world ſees into, and 
leads into, in which his wiſdom and 3 ſtands, which cannot enter 
into the inviſible glory and treaſure: And in this ſpirit that knows not Cod, 
nor his works , nor ſeeks his glory, will you meet with the thief and 
mur therer, ſons of darkneſſe, who will perſwade you ſtrongly to murther 
the pure motion, and not to bring it forth, or elſe fo to bring ir forth as 
that the image thereof may beſo marred, as not to bear its clear and per · 
fect teſtimony againſt the worlds Kingdom, Power and Glory, and this you 
cannot avoid if you look back into his counſel, and conſult with your own. 
reaſonings, wherein ariſes thoughts, cares and pleaſures out of the world , 
vyhich cumbers the mind, choaks the ſeed , and kills the holy childe, 
and covers the Pearl vvith earthly affeRions and luſts , vyhich continual - 
ly hardens the heart, and ſtrengthens the vvill againſt the innocent, and 
ſo puts the juſt ro death in the vvomb, for vvant of bringing forth in its 
time, and according to its motion, vyhich vvhen you have rejected, you + 
cannot beget again of your ſelveꝭ, nor in your ovvn vvills, thongh you may 
| pro-

| procure the like fFom another ſpirit in that nature whieb reſiſts the trutb, & corrupt: 
the mind. & brings focthin irs own will to gainſay, as ſome have done, vvho 
having diſobeyed the ſtil motion of a meek ſpirit, & looking for high things 
God hath given them up to a lofry ſpirit, and ſtrong workings in a contrary 
nature, who now have a power wherewich to reſiſt that which ffrſt begot 
them out of the World, and a moving ſpirit which.draws towards the world 
again, which being got into the place of God (as God.) makes them be- 
lieve that their return is of the ſame ſpirit that cal led them our, to which 3 
they yeelding the ſame obedience, thenceforth without fear becomes the | 
ſame they were. if nor ſeven-fold worſe, without all hope of recovery: and 
this diſobedience becomes as witchcraft. | ED | 
Wherefore in the fear of God, watch with all diligence, hearkea in the 
ſimplicity of your hearts. and take heed that you Gp not any time of hear- 
ings,nor prove falſe in your conception or bringing forth, but that both cal- 
ling and election may be made ſure to you, not onely by being in the know- 
ledge of ir, bur alſo by bringing it forth, chat it may be your own for ever: 
for that which you bring forth is your inheritance, and none can take ir 
from you, but you have power therein againſt all conrrary ſpirits, which 
whileſt it is but in the motion, will ſtrongly rempr and ſeek the life there- 
of to ſiifle : but being brought forth, it is before you, and onely ſo it is put 
on as a breſteplare, and becomes a defence, and ſets you. over the head of Fang 
the evil one: which being begot, and not brought forth, it withers, and ; 
becomes as dry bones in the womb. . 
Therefore as you moſt give your minds wholly to hearken, ſo muſt you 2 
give your ſtrength wholly to obey; and when you feel the pure to move in ; 
you, with your whole ſtrength ferve it, and bring it forth, give up your bo- 


dies a ſacrifice for his ſake whom you have not ſeen, that his life may be 7 
made manifeſt in your mortal fleſh, and through you to the: World, that he - 
may be ſeen in his brightneſſe roall that love him, and before his enemies, | 
then is the body for the L. rd, and not for fornication;Burif vou reſt in che | 
bis myſtery, and bring not forth to life, with that knowledge :
